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DECLARATION OF JEFF GRADY IN SUPPORT 
OF U.S. PATENT APPLICATION NO. 10/780,329 

1 . My name is Jeff Grady, and I am the President and Chief Executive Officer of Netalog, 
Inc. Netalog does business as "Digital Lifestyle Outfitters," abbreviated as "DLO." I founded 
Netalog in 2001 and I have been employed continuously by the company since its inception. I am 
the inventor of the subject matter claimed in U.S. Patent Application Serial No. 10/780,329 ("the 
present application"). 

2. I am familiar with claims pending in the present application, which claims recite audio 
player assemblies each including (1) a main body portion with a docking cavity for docking a 
MP3 player or portable digital media player; (2) at least one speaker; (3) a radio receiver; and (4) 
a frequency tuning control and/or frequency indicator on the main body portion. 

3. In 2004, Netalog introduced the IBOOM® boombox, which is an audio player assembly 
embodying the four features identified above and embodying the elements of at least some of the 
claims pending in the present application. A photograph of Netalog's IBOOM® boombox having 
an Apple iPod® docked thereto is provided in Exhibit A. Such boombox clearly includes (1) a 
main body portion with a docking cavity for docking a MP3 player or portable digital media 
player: (2) multiple speakers; (3) a radio frequency receiver (see "FM" button with up and down 
"Tune" control buttons, plus digital frequency display showing "102.9" frequency); and (4) 
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frequency tuning control (up and down "Tune" control buttons) and frequency indicator (digital 
display showing "102.9" frequency). 

4. Within the past two years, Netalog has sold more than eightv-five thousand (85.000) 
examples of the IBOOM® boombox. Netalog's IBOOM® boombox initially was introduced with 
a Manufacturer's Suggested Retail Price of $149.99. Such price was subsequently reduced to 
$129.00, and more recently to the current price of $99.00. While retailers have some latitude to 
adjust actual sales prices, it is believed that the aggregate revenue generated by sales of the 
IBOOM® boombox have exceeded $8.5 million. 

5. I am not aware of any other audio player assembly antedating either (1) the filing of the 
present application or (2) Netalog's introduction of the IBOOM® boombox, and embodying the 
four features identified above. 

6. Following Netalog's introduction of the IBOOM® boombox, however, I have become 
aware of a substantial number of other audio player assemblies introduced to the market and 
embodying the four features identified above. Such products are identified in Exhibits B-U, as 
appended hereto.
